Kansas Governor Calls for 
“Common Sense’ in U. S. 
Government. 


CLEVELAND, Nov. 6.—4)—Gov- 
,ernor Alf M. Landon, of Kansas, fre- 
quently mentioned as a possible can- 
didate for the republican presidential 
vomination next year, urged a “pay- 
as-you-go” poliey for government here 
tonight and called for a “sound com- 
mon sense administration.” 

Governor Landon said before leav- 
ing Kansas to address the Ohio Cham- 
ber of Commerce his trip had no po- 
litical significance. 

He emphasized the need was not for 
“more laws, or more programs, or 
more experimentation, but sound com- 
mon sense administration.” 

In recommending the cost of gov- 
ernment, especially the large relief ex- 
penditures, be put on a “pay-as-you- 
go” basis, Landon said “the errors of 
an unwise financial policy have al- 
ways been fatal to every government 
in the history of civilization.” 
| “It is not my place here,” he said, 
“to discuss the weakness or strength 
of new policies in government. Il 
shall not attempt to characterize them 
as successes or failures, or as revolu- 
tionary or evolutionary. For better 
or for worse such laws are here. 

Governor Landon said “We must 
build against a return of what we 
have been through these past few 
years.” 

“We must build,” he said, “on the 
realization this economie situation did 
not come upon us suddenly, nor will 
we get out of it overnight. But, as l 
said before, while the errors of other 
administrative policies may not of 
themselves be fatal, the errors of an 
unsound fiseal policy have always been 
ruinous to every government in the 
history of civilization.” 

Governor Landon said assistance to 
the unemployed is “a common obliga- 
tion created by the rapidity of our 
growth, the complexity of our society 
and by our inability to cope success- 
fully with situations as fast as they 
have arisen.”

ELECTION NEW YORK, Nov. 6.—The significant background slant 

on the New York election is that, unlike Rhode Island, it 
was conducted under the best possible technical conditions for the New 
Deal. 

The democratic organization in this state is in better shape than it 
ever has beén in history. It has good city machines upstate where none 
existed before. The republican organization is split more ways than a 
cafeteria pie. It has been especially unspectacular upstate, where eight 
of the nine new republican assembly seats were gained. 

Astute non-partisan politicos here enigmatically call t result “a 
normal upset.’’ What they mean is that in off years the parties in power 
usually are expected to suffer; that the apportionment of the legislature 
favors the normally republican regions upstate. , 

Republicans logically are calling the result a repudiation of the New 
Deal; democrats have found good alibis in the popular vote. That de- 
bate may not be settled until next November, but it is giving New Deal- 
ers far more to think about than their public statements may indicate.

Papershell pecans were described as

A young couple just starting out on 
the great adventure wish to know 
what ate the three most important 
characteristics a man and woman 
must have in order to insure a happy 
life together—‘“three for the goose and 
three for the gander.” To make a 
woman happy a man should have 
three things: Integrity (which in- 
sures his loyalty); ability to provide 
for-her (this, of course, is relative), 
and geome understanding of feminine

'rate highly as a wife a woman should

have an amiable disposition, the abil- 
ity to make a game of marriage and 


to teach her husband how to play; 
intelligence enough to do three jobs 
without letting one conflict with the 
other; the jobs of wife, mother, home- 
maker. 

If you ask any man what he con- 
siders the most attractive trait in a 


/woman he will answer aimiability. By 


this he means he delights in having 
her accept anything he suggests and 
be a good sport about it. Nothing con- 
tributes so much to his comfort and 
happiness as to have a pliable, agree- 
able companion for life. But there is 


‘a big. difference in a woman’s being 


amiable to this extent and being even 


tempered, gentle and amenable to rea- 
‘son. If she is too amiable, the hus- 


band soon becomes too spoiled for her 
good or his. She must agésert herself 
occasionally or he takes her for grant- 
ed and tramples her. An occasional 
balk on the part of a wife is neces- 
sary medicine to the average husband, 
It is the dash of bitters that gives 
zest to their common life. 


The most amiable disposition 
won't enable a woman to keep an 
attractive home, be a friend-wife 
and a wise mother unless she 
brings intelligence to her job. There 
must be order, cleanliness, good 
food and physical comfort in her 
four walls, all accomplished with- 
out excessive strain on her nervous 
system or on the family purse. 
When the mechanics of housekeep- 
ing are dispatched there is still the 
husband to be entertained, the chil- 
dren to be trained and some out- 
side activity for the wife or she 
goes stale.

If she can’t trust 
him she can’t get any peace or happi- 
ness out of life. 


If he is tricky in business, if his as- 
sociates watch him to see whether or 
not he is turning a sharp corner she 
will have to watch him too. He either 


has or has not that thing we call in-| % 


tegrity. It is the great safeguard in 
any human relationship. 


Ideally a husband should be able 
to support his wife. Custom has de- 
creed it. It has always been done 
in the best families. But radical 
changes are taking place in this 
particular. The young business 
woman is_ willing to work and 
spend fifty-fifty with the husband 
who is faced with economic condi- 
tions that have no precedent in his- 
tory. However, she still expects him 
to work and earn as best he can, 
to provide for her to the limit of his 
ability. 


Last, not not. least, he must make 
the effort to understand her nature 
which is as different from his as day 
from night. She is sensitive to every- 
thing he does and says. She looks 
eagerly for the evidences of his affec- 
tion and his protection. She is senti- 
mental and lays great store by the 
little things of. which he is naturally 
neglectful. If he will only learn to 
humor her in these small matters she 
calls him the model husband. 

Men and women can have all these 
characteristics yet not hit it off to- 
gether. So much is in their attitude, 
one to the other! A happy marriage 
requires what any other’ successful 
partnership venture requires; a high 
site set, which both partners bend 
all their energies to reach, a mutual 
willingness to share work, responsi- 
bility and profit and loss.

It is interesting to read in the latest dispatches regarding the 
Olympic games scheduled for Berlin, that Der Fuehrer prom- 
ises no one, regardless of race or religion, will have his or her 
susceptibilities injured during the Olympiad. 

It strikes me that no one is worried about an injury to the 
susceptibilities. Injuries to the susceptibilities are never fatal. 
There is no need to operate or bring in the oxygen tent. 

The susceptibilities aren’t important. It would be interest- 
ing to have a report on whether the Brown Shirts are going on 
a rampage and ignore susceptibilities completely, but do a little 
bashing in of skulls or a little free kicking at the stomachs of 
those they do not like. 

It seems to me Germany isn’t in a position to invite any 
teams of sportsmen to the Olympiad. 

A family doesn’t send out invitations to guests when 
the old man is on a bender and the old lady throwing 
flatirons at him and with maybe the kids ailing from 
scarlet fever or the measles. And it doesn’t seem to me 
Germany is the proper place for a noble experiment in 
international good will through sports. 

It isn’t a racial question or a religious question, but one of 
national policy. Our team, it has been argued, is sent by the 
Olympic committee. But they will be representing the United 
States just the same. And not the A. A. U. or Olympic com- 
mittee. 

My personal opinion is we should not send a team. 
But we will. Do you think our badge-wearers will miss 
this opportunity to wear badges? They will not. 

We should, by all means, withdraw. There is no real argu- 
ment in favor of our sending a team to Germany. But we will 
compete in the Olympiad. The psychology of the official badge 
Hs a strong one.

THE ARMY MAN AS COACH, 

It seems now the American Coaches’ Association may do 
something in the way of a protest to the War Department about 
army football coaches. 

Until lately the situation has been comparable with 
the late Mark Twain’s statement about the weather. 
People talked about it, but did nothing about it. 

The War Department should take action following the pres- 
ent football season. 

There is no personal feeling against any of the army 
coaches, all of whom are splendid fellows, capable 
coaches and good officers. 

But the fact remains they are employed by the taxpayers 
'of the United States to teach army tactics and not to coach 
football. 

The spectacle of an army officer, who is coaching, 
being subjected to criticism and analysis because of a 
losing team, does not add to the dignity or prestige of 
the army or its officers. 

And the spectacle of an army officer in a public controversy 
over football certainly detracts from the prestige of the army 
and its official personnel. 

As has been said here before, an army officer as- 
signed to a school is not permitted to accept private 
practice if he be a physician, or teach in the school if he 
be an expert in any line of teaching. It is wholly inde- 
fensible, therefore, that an army man skilled in football 
be permitted to teach that. 

In a day when the government is trying to create new jobs, 
it is incongruous that an army man, with a guaranteed income, 
should take the place of a football coach who needs a joP. 

The whole thing has got into politics,.and the sooner the 
War Department or congress does something about it, the better.

And very properly so. 

In the game at Atlanta Saturday, movies show two touch- 
downs called back for reasons which actually did not exist. 

There is a growing suspicion that too many football 
officials are actually incompetent; that too many of 
them lack courage to call important plays because of 
fear of being blacklisted by coaches. The coaches are 

to blame for this. 

The officials’ answer that they call them as they see them, 
isn’t enough. The evidence keeps piling up they see them very 
badly. 


The greatest danger to football is the incompetent 
official. 

If he were an amateur contributing his services, it would 
be a matter not subject to criticism. But the officials are highly 
paid professionals, paid at a rate of almost $1 per minute, plus 
expenses. Which is different. ,

has protested to the dean of men at, 
Georgia Tech in Atlanta “the unsports- 
manlike conduct” of Tech freshmen 
following the football game between 
the two schools there Saturday. 

After the game which Vanderbilt | 
won, 14 to 13, the Vanderbilt band, 
the dean said, started a parade 
through Atlanta streets. 

“Some students undertook to harass 
and annoy the band,” Dean Sarratt 
declared. “They grabbed the hats off 
the boys and did other things to dis- 
turb them and two of the players were 
beaten up.” 

Bud Sorgatz, editor of The Hustler, 
Vanderbilt student newspaper, said 
this week’s issue of the publication, 
out next Friday, will earry an edito- 
rial which will “hit the student body 
down there” at Tech. 

Sorgatz said that several of the 
band members were beaten in the 
melee and that one of them was “go- 
ing around on crutches” as a result 
of his injuries. Dean Sarratt report- 
ed that Dave Hinkle, playing in the 
hand, suffered a broken bone in his 
foot when he tried to retrieve his tall 
hat from the attackers.

Advances were not ag spectacular as 
in stocks, but every division of the 
domestic list participated in the up- 
turn: United States governments were 
mostly a shade higher, and foreign 
bonds kept in step with the aid of a 
better demand for Italian issues. 

Transfers of $14,383,000, par value, 
were the largest in nearly two weeks 
and compared with $9,424,000 on 
Monday. Sales of United States gov- 
ernments accounted for only $940,000 
of the total. 


The 10 industrial bonds used in| 


the Associated Press averages attain- 
ed a new high for a year or longer 
at 100.2, up .3 of a point on balance, 


and the 10 utility issues used in the 


compliation made a new 1935 peak at 
98.0, up .2 of a point net. The aver- 
age of other groups was unchanged to 
.2 of a point better. 

Although results of yesterday's elec- 
tion met varying interpretations in 
different quarters, the referendums 
conducted in numerous cities and 
towns on fhe question of issuing new 
bonds for va@ous projects was a mat- 
ter of extreme interest to the invest- 
ment community.
